I with carbon disulphide as unshucked. 
Unshucked corn takes up considera- 
j bly more space and the amount of 
carbon disulphide used to fumigate 
i must be increased. After the crib has 
I been emptied and before the new 
I crop is stored, all refuse that will 


I harbor weevils should be removed.

When corn alone is fed to horses 
it is said to “burn them out.” 
The 
trouble is, corn does not contain 
enough mineral matter and protein. 
It contains more starch than required 
and naturally after having his wants 
for that kind of feed supplied, the 
animal 
loses 
his appetite 
for it. 
Horses “burned out” on corn are 
usually sick of corn because it does 
not contain what their system needs. 
It is doubtful if there is any grain 
that better supplies carbo-hydrates 
or that is more relished by horses, 
if it is balanced by some other feeds 
that supply the protein and mineral 
matter required by som£ animals, 
but since mineral matter or ash is 
deficient in some feeds, is cheap, and 
if more is given than the animal 
requires no harm is likely to result, 
a mixture of ashes charcoal and salt, 
equal parts, should be kept before 
horses and cattle all the time. 
Or 
some use equal parts of ashes and 
salt; 
o f equal parts of ashes, air- 
slacked lime and salt. 
For the animal that has lost its 
appetite on dry feed, green feed will 
often prove acceptable as a part of 
the ration. 
Animals that are fed right on a 
balanced ration of suflicient variety, 
ace not overfed, and are not over­ 
worked, seldom fail to eat as muon 
as they require.

creased rapidly in all parts of the 
United States. 
Taxes, which in old 
days were frequently only one per 
cent on an assessed valuation of from 
twenty to fifty per cent of the true 
value, are now frequently as high as 
three per cent on a hundred per cel t 
valuation. 
Public improvements that 
are paid for by special assessments 
are more expensive with the higher 
cost of labor and materials. 
These 
increasing costs have not, as a rule, 
absorbed the full rental value of the 
land but, in many cases, they have 
absorbed the equivalent of the in te r­ 
est on the expected increases in the 
value of the land, with the result 
that land values have remained sta­ 
tionary. 
Every increase in the taxa­ 
tion of land means that the city and 
state are taking a larger share of the 
actual or potential economic rent or 
the land. 
W here the land is improved theie 
is a tendency to shift these tax bur­ 
dens to the tenant, but, where the 
land is held vacant, shifting is im­ 
possible. 
The tax must be paid by 
the owner, and at the same time the 
existence of the increased charge 
against the land tends to depress its 
selling value or, at least, to prevent 
the full anticipated increase in value. 
Contrary to the popular impression 
the holding of vacant land for long 
periods has never been highly p ro fi- 
able. 
Large profits have been made 
by the familar process of bluing 
cheap and selling dear, but, e\en un­ 
der the old conditions, there was 
rarely as much profit in holdng land 
over long periods as could have bet n 
obtained by allowing interest to com­ 
pound in a savings bank. 
For exam­ 
ple, in the nineteenth century*, the 
land value of Manhattan Island in­ 
creased from $25,000,000 to $2,500,- 
000,000. 
This enormous increase in 
value was equivalent to a little lese 
than five per cent interest compound­ 
ed annually. 
Thus, if land yields no 
income, even the largest increases in 
value may be illusory. 
In figuring 
the profit on the sale of vacant land, 
the owner must deduct from the sell­ 
ing price not only the original cost, 
but interest on the original cm-*, 
taxes, assessments, interest on tax 
and assessment payments. 
In the developed sections of large 
cities there is, of course, relatively 
little vacant land. 
If the owner is 
not ready to build permanently he 
can shift these “socially necessary 
costs" of land hold by erecting "tax­ 
payer" buildings. 
But, in outlying 
residence districts, there is a real 
problem. 
Around every city is a 
fringe of "sub-divisions” often ex­ 
tending for miles beyond the actually 
developed sections of the city. T bes? 
sub-divisions are in 
the stage o 
transition from agricultural to urban 
land 
This 
process 
of 
transition 
usually begins with the purchase of 
a farm by a real estate operator who 
surveys the property, divides it into 
lots and lays out new' streets. These 
lots are then sold, either at private 
sale or at auction, to prospective 
home builders or to land speculators. 
Except for an occasional vegetable' 
garden, the land has been withdrawn 
from agricultural use and is not pro­ 
ductive as urban property until the 
lots can be improved with houses or 
business buildings which yield an 
actual or potential income above the 
interest on the actual cost of con­ 
struction. 
In this transition period the value 
of the land is the capitalization of 
its anticipated rent as urban propel- 
ty 
But before this anticipated rent 
can be realized, the city must ac­ 
tually grow out to the land. 
This 
takes time and, in financial transac­ 
tions 
time must be bridged with 
interest. 
Then taxes must be paid 
at the rate of perhaps three per cert 
on the cost of the land. 
Before mod­ 
ern city buildings can be built streets 
must be opened and graded, there 
must be sewers and sidewalks. Id o ­ 
later. but even this

These tax and 
assessment payments on land in this 
transition period must be considered 
as a part of the cost of the land, amt 
the time between each such payment 
and the date of the erection of a 
profitable building must be bridged 
with interest. 
Thus th e socially necessary costs 
of urban land development are heaty 
at best and, when th e transition 
period covers many years, they be­ 
come so heavy with the accumulation 
of interest that the land owner is 
almost certain to suffer loss. 
To a 
very large extent these land owners 
are persons of small means who have 
bought lots either with the idea of 
future building or as a speculation. 
The extravagant claims of investment 
value made in the advertisements of 
lot auctions undoubtedly lead many 
persons to withdraw small sums from 
savings banks for investment in these 
lots. 
People who are afraid of oil 
and mining stocks, and even of legiti­ 
mate securities and "baby bonds," are 
easily persuaded that the land is a 
solid investment. 
If the title is good, 
the substance of the investment can 
not be lost. 
They have been led to 
believe that city land increases rapid­ 
ly in value and, perhaps, land r ‘ 
formers who have preached the J im 
quity of the "unearned increment” on 
vacant land have only led their heal­ 
ers to make an effort to get some or 
this money for themselves. 
Perhaps some of these buy* rs fir" 
fortunate enough to be aine to s< P 
later at a price which returns them 
a net profit, int many others who 
have foregone their savings bark 
interest find that their vacant lots 
absorb all their current savings for 
taxes and special assessments. 
It is 
not unusual for an owner who has 
paid a thousand dollars for his lot, 
to be assessed $500 for sewers. *400 
for grading and curbing and as much 
more for paving, to find that, aftei 
I all this is done, and his regular taxes 
and interest have been paid, his lot 
is worth no more than $2000.

IN HALF CENTURY 


No o th e r chapter in the history of 
hu m a n civilization is m ore d ram atic 
an d inspiring th an th a t which tells 
of the advance in medical science, 
'.t 
has enabled us to em erge from the 
d a rk ages, when epidemics carried 
off thousands and even m illions or 
th e race because n eith er tho <ause 
of the disease nor tne remedy 
or it 
was know n. 
Child life wa:- so little 
protected th a t even in th e hom es of 
th e wealthy, where children had the 
best of care, the chances of life O’* 
death in a child’s first year wer* 
nearly even. 
Perhaps most of us hardly realize 
th a t the conquest of one disease after 
another, which this generation is w it­ 
nessing, did not actually begin u n ­ 
til physicians were convinced that, 
broadly speaking, disease is caused 
by. m icro-organizisms in the system; 
and we hardly realize also th a t the 
b rillian t generalization known as the 
germ theory or disease, the outcome 
of researches by Pasteur, Koch aud 
others, is barely half a century old. 
Since it was fairly well established 
yellow fever, cholera, tuberculosis, 
dipth eria, typhoid fever and other d :- 
seases have been forced to give up 
th secret of their origin. 
The micro­ 
scopic enemies have been discovered 
In th eir hiding places, rind the wea­ 
pons to fight them with are now- 
know n and effective. 
A new method of attack ing t h e n 
is now engaging m ore and more the 
keen atten tio n of the profession. Yet 
i t is not new-. 
It is m rrely looming 
in im portance as a generalization 
sim ila r to the one ju st mentioned 
a n d is im pressing itself on physi­ 
cians. 
It is the com plem ent of the 
id ea th a t diseases are caused by the 
grow th of m alignant organism s in 
th e tissues of the body. 
The seeds. 
as it were, spring up in a fertile soil 
To attack them when they have ger­ 
m inated is a curative process. 
But 
it would be far better, if it be possi­ 
ble, to render the soil sterile and 
th u s give the seeds nothing to feed 
upon. 
T hat is preventive medicine. 
The fertilizer is dust. 
Not that 
d u st is actually food for harm ful mi­ 
crobes, but it lessens the power of 
th e tissues to resist them! 
It is a 
ta c t long known th a t w orkm en whose 
occupations compel them to live in a 
dust-laden 
atm osphere 
die 
young. 
Physicians 
are com ing 
to 
believe 
m ore and m ore strongly th a t the best 
defense against disease germ s m ust 
be set up before they begin th eir 
w ork by suppressing th e d ust that 
en ters the lungs ann dim inishes the 
pow er of resistance. 
The h a rm fu l­ 
ness of dust, in the street, in fac­ 
tories, in dwelling houses, has long 
been perfectly well know n. 
The new 
m ovem ent m eans simply th a t soon 
we shall se** broad, well-organized 
an d pow erful cam paigns, backed by 
medical men and by o th e r men of 
science, to reduce d ust to the sm all­ 
est quantities possible. 
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BEST ERADICATION 
OF JOHNSON GRASS 


Follow ing is an article on the best 
m ethods of eradicating Johnson grass 
iii Texas, w ritten by a form er Wise 
county citizen, Mr. A. K. Short, now 
of the extension service of A. & M. 
College of Texas. 
Many residents oi 
the county know Mr. Short, and the 
article will be of interest to many 
people of the county.— W. M. Love, 
county agent of W ise county. 
T here is no easy m ethod of eradi­ 
cating Johnson grass. 
T he practical 
eradication of this grass depends on 
tak in g advantage of its habits of 
grow th. 
Johnson grass propogates 
both from seed and underground root 
stocks. 
It is the la tte r habit which 
m akes eradication difficult. Methods 
of eradication may be divided into 
th re e general classes— ( I ) 
n atu ra l; 
(2) mechanical; 
and (3) chemical. 
( 1 ) — N atural m ethods of eradica­ 
tion. 
It is well know n th a t close 
grazing will in a few years practically 
exterm inate Johnson grass from a 
pasture. 
Good results have been o b ­ 
tained in eradicating Johnson grass 
by preparing the soil shallow and 
grow ing wheat, rye or oats in w inter 
and im m ediately afte r harvest, again 
prepare the soil shallow and plant to 
some ran k growing plant, such as 
sorghum , Sudan grass, velvet beans 
or cow peas. 
This is assisting nature 
in her method of tile survival of the 
fittest. 
The rang er grow ing plants 
will 
eventually 
triu m p h 
over 
the 
w eaker. 
This, in tim e, will exhaust 
th e vitality of even Johnson grass, 
since by constantly keeping it in p a r­ 
tial darkness, it can not assim inate 
food and in the course of a few years 
will sicken and die. 
( 2 ) — Mechanical m ethod of e ra d ­ 
ication. 
Johnson grass may be erad­ 
icated by preventing the tops from 
grow ing by keeping them cut off by 
hoes or a sharp knife attached to a 
sled or m ounted on wheels. 
This 
requires constant attention, as the 
tops should be shaved off twice each 
week d uring the grow ing season and 
it is impossible to grow any crop on 
this land during the tim e required 
to kill the roots. 
Best results are 
obtaiued from m echanical m ethods 
by 
tak in g 
advantage 
of 
n a tu re ’s 
m ethod and assisting therein. 
W hen 
root stocks of Jo hnson grass are un­ 
disturbed for a few years, the deep 
grow ing root stocks will die and all 
new root stocks are form ed n ear the 
surface of the soil. 
This is w hat is 
m ust desirable for ease of eradica­ 
tion. 
The m ost practical plan to 
eradicate Johnson grass is to treat 
th e land as suggested under natural 
m ethods until all deep root stocks 
die or to use the field as a meadow 
for one or two years, then if ieasible 
pastu re for one or two years, then 
d u rin g a dry tim e in late sum m er 
fall or early w inter, plow ju st deep 
enough to get under all root stocks. 
If possible tu rn cattle or hogs in the 
field as soon as plowed. 
They will 
eat the exposed root stocks. 
Hot, 
dry w eather or cold w eather will kill 
exposed root stocks. 
As soon as the 
exposed root stocks have been eaten, 
fr- -en or dried out, w eight a section 
h arro w sufficiently heavy to send tho 
te< lh as deep into the soil as it was 
plowed and hitch enough power to it 
to drag across the field with the 
teeth straight. 
This will drag out 
and expose m any root stocks th a t 
have been covered by the plow. 
Let 
the cattle or hogs again eat all they 
will and the rem ainder be exposed 
to either dry, hot or cold w eather 
again. 
Repeat this process as often 
as necessary or until no m ore root 
stocks are exposed by harrow ing. 
By persistently following this plan 
a field may be practically freed from 
Johnson grass in one fall and wintei 
T he precaution should he tak**n to 
see th a t all root stocks have been 
forced to grow near the surface, by 
practicing one of the methods rec­ 
om m ended above. 
P lant the field t > 
some crop 
which 
requires 
hoeing 
next, spring and carefully remove any 
scattering 
plants 
th a t 
may 
have 
escaped. 
It is useless to attem pt to eradicate 
Johnson grass by this m ethod during 
a wet season or until all the root 
stocks have been forced to grow near 
the surface. 
Care should be exercised to plow 
deep enough to get u nd er all root 
stocks; 
the shallow er the plow may 
be ru n to accomplish this th e better, 
since the deeper the root stocks ar^* 
buried, th e m ore difficult it is to get 
them to the surface by m eans of the 
harrow . 
( 3 )— Chemical m ethod of eradica­ 
tion. 
It frequently happens th a t o n e 
desires to kill out patches of Johnson 
grass in his field or along ditca 
banks. 
In 
these 
cases 
chemical 
tre a tm e n t has been found most ef­ 
fective. 
Som e 
of 
the 
most 
satisfactory 
chem icals for this purpose are as fol­ 
lows: 
(a) 
Salt 
if the plants are 
carefully shaved off and table salt 
applied it will kill the root stock; 
(hi 
oil of vitroil: 
one part of con­ 
centrated 
sulphuric 
acid 
to thiity 
gallons of w ater. 
Apply with a w at­ 
ering pot or spray pum p. 
Select a 
hot evening afte r a clear day; 
(c) 
carbolic acid: one ounce of carbolic 
acid to one gallon of w a te r applied 
w ith a w atering pot or a spray pum p; 
(d) 
arsenate 
of soda: 
place 
one 
pound of powdered arsenate in throe 
gallons of cold w ater; 
boil, stirring 
constantly, then add seven gallon-! 
cold w ater and two pounds crushed 
caustic 
soda; 
boil 
again, 
stirrin g 
w hile boiling; apply in dry w eather. 
Apply any of the above copiously. 
In case one application does not kill 
the Johnson grass, repeat as fre­ 
quently as necessary. .. Any of the 
chemical 
m ethods 
will 
kill 
other 
plants also. 


EDISON’S PLAN FOR 
STABILITY IS GIVEN 


T ired Tim knocked at the door 
of a cottage. 
It w as a chilly day and 
he was very hungry. 
T he old lady who opened the door 
w as a good sort. 
She asked him into 
th e kitchen and placed before him a 
nicely cooked meal and asked him 
why he did not go to work. 
“ I would,” replied Tim “if I had 
the tools.” 
“What sort of tools do you want? 
inquired the old lady. 
“A knife and fork,” said Tired 
Tim. 


T hom as Edison has subm itted to 
the staff engineers of the Babson In­ 
stitu te his plan for stabilizing busi­ 
ness and breaking th e backbone of 
the 
high cost of living. 
H e has 
authorized the following pop ular d e ­ 
scription of his theory. 
W ith characteristic audacity, he 
goes to the heart of economic life. 
He proposes to afford th e ordinary 
consum er cheaper com m odities, to 
furnish the producer w ith ready cap­ 
ital and security and to elim inate 
such parasites as unnecessary mid­ 
dle men and dishonest speculators— 
by establishing the governm en t as the 
c o u n try ’s great m iddle m an and by 
m aking ordinary com m odities as well 
as gold th e basis of currency. 
Some tim e ago, a t th e suggestion 
of H enry Ford and others. 
Edison 
devoted himself to stud y the causes 
of economic unrest. 
His solition of 
this m om entous problem is now un­ 
der the scrutiny of th e ablest econo­ 
m ists and business experts. 
His plan is simple and startling. 
He would have the governm ent list 
some forty basic com m odities, such 
as cotton, corn, copper, coal, wheat, 
flax and iron, and then, taking the 
prices of the last tw enty-five years 
as a basis, establish an average price 
for each. 
This price he would h a \e 
determ ined 
in term s of gold and 
called a unit or a dollar. 
H e would have th e governm ent 
take over or establish g re a t w are­ 
houses and storage plants. 
W hen Ilia 
producer is ready to m a rk e t his prod­ 
uct he brings it to the agent at the 
governm ent 
w arehouse, 
who gives 
him a certificate covering his whole 
deposit and at the sam e tim e pays 
him half of the value of the deposit, 
as com puted on the tw enty-five-year 
basis, in cash. 
The governm ent then 
stores th e product. 
W hen a dealer w ants w heat, corn, 
cotton or any other com m odity he 
buys the producer's certificate on the 
m a rk e t; 
he presents it a t th e w a n - 
house, pays the governm ent back tile 
m oney advanced, and takes the prod­ 
uct away. 
The 
governm ent 
fixed 
average 
price safeguards the prod ucer from 
the ravages of dishonest speculation. 
The half-value paym ent he receives 
from th e governm ent affords him a 
ready capital. 
The certificate he re­ 
ceives is put on the m a rk e t subject 
to the ordinary laws of supply and 
dem and. 
But the certificate does not 
depend on the gold in tre a su ry vaults 
but on the commodity in the w are­ 
house. 
In one sense th e Edison plan 
is a re tu rn to the ancrf-nt system of 
b a rte r as far as the complexity of 
m odern life will allow. 
Unit money in the Edison plan Is 
not m oney in the popular conception 
— th a t is, metal m oney or money 
w ith a m etal basis. 
The day when 
metal furnished the most exclusively 
practical basis for a m edium of ex 
change as well as a m easu re of value 
has, according to Edison, gone by. 
His money would still be determ ined 
in term s of gold. 
But, instead of 
gold in treasury vaults being its orrv 
basis, you would have wheat in Hie 
governm ent bins, coal in th e govern­ 
ment pits, rice in storage, cotton in 
the w arehouses, etc. 
“ All articles deposited in the w are­ 
house,” said Edison, ’*r>ear the same 
ratio when loan of unit money is 
m ade only one kind of unit money is 
issued, together with th e deposit cer­ 
tificate. 
“ Suppose a farm er puts in tim 
w arehouse one thousanu bushels of 
w heat graded by the governm ent as 
No. I red. 
The average price for 
twenty-five years of this grade, in­ 
cluding high w ar prices, is, say, $1 
per bushel. 
Tile fa rm e r is given 
$500 in unit money— he then can 
hold his w heat by m eans of his cer­ 
tificate until he th ink s the price is 
satisfactory and th u s he independent 
of the speculators, who now set the 
price ahead months before the crop 
is reaped. 
This certificate is bought 
on the exchange, at m ark et pric > 
now, say, $1.15 for No. I red. 
Tie* 
farm er would get $650— as the wheat 
is higher than the twenty-five-year 
average. 
If, on th e other hand, is 
was selling at ninety-six cents he 
would only get $450. 
“ B ut the unit money would not 
vary. 
It would always be tile same, 
because wheat would not he likely to 
he sold over a period of one year for 
fifty-nine cents. 
In o th er words, the 
certificate or equity would have to be 
valueless to im pair the value of tho 
unit money. 
“ T he averages are changed every 
year, a new year being added and the 
earliest year of the twenty-five is 
dropped. 
“ In four or five years the twenty- 
five-year average would be less and 
the three-year high w a r prices will 
bring the average down so if wheat 
sold at even fifty-nine cents it would 
not im pair the value of the unit 
money. 
“ If a person wants p ea n u ts he buys 
pean ut certificates or if he w ants rice 
lo* buys rice certificates, or anything 
else which tile governm ent accepts 
for storage: 
hands in the certificate 
and tin* am ount of unit m oney loaned 
and the commodity is at his ordei 
for shipm ent. 
The unit money you 
notice is common to all articles. 
“ The unit money can not fluctuate. 
The capacity or possibility of fluctu­ 
a ti o n s is entirely tra n sfe rre d to the 
certificate, which is subject to the 
prices due to supply and dem and. 
“ It is not necessary for the govern­ 
ment to pass any laws legal tender 
or otherw ise with unit money. 
“ This unit money, tog ether with 
gold 
for 
paying foreign 
balances, 
m ight well be the basis of our cur­ 
rency. 
The business of the world is 
rapidly increasing; in a few years a 
single commodity like gold will not 
be sufficient. 
“ If it were not for th e w ar we 
should not have probably more than 
forty per cent of our currency backed 
by gold and even th at subject to being 
partly taken 
away 
from 
us. 
We 
should have behind every paper do l­ 
lar commodities of th e w arehouse 
type, including gold w orth m ore than 
$1 on forced sales. 
“As most of our business is d o n e 
with credit money, which is also 
based on credit and commodities, 
there seems to be no reason why the

“ You note th a t unit money re­ 
deemed and again paid out probably 
every fifteen months. 
W hen wheat 
and cotton come into w arehouses unit 
money is issued in huge am ounts, 
just w hen needed by th e farm ers. 
This autom atically solves the b ank­ 
ing problem s which now arise at 
peak dem and, for currency expansion 
and contraction of unit m oney can 
never do harm . 
T here is not any 
illusion in it. 
It can’t stay out be­ 
cause they m ust have th e unit money 
to get th eir cotton or w h eat out. 
“ Again, 
these 
com m odities 
are 
quick liquidators. 
The certificates 
can be sold on the exchange by tele­ 
phone. 
“ In books on the history of b a n k ­ 
ing I find for eight centuries if s the 
same old story, ‘suspension of specif* 
paym ents.’ 
This 
need 
never 
talo* 
place 
in 
an 
agricultural 
country. 
T here are a num ber of adm inistrative 
details, such as, if the stored m aterial 
is not rem oved within th e tim e allot­ 
ted th e sam e will be sold at public 
auction. 
The equity a fte r storage 
charges is placed to the credit of the 
owner, as shown on the duplicate 
certificate. 
“The warehouses are to he bu'lt 
gradually over a period of years by 
money received from taxation. 
The 
w arehousing charges include depre­ 
ciation and five per cent interest on 
th e cost of warehouse and handling 
m achinery.” 


T h e Edison plan would be of grcn.t 
assistance to the farm er. 
At present 
the farm er sells his w h eat because 
he m ust have money to live on. 
If 
he tries to hold it and borrow money 
for operation he has to pay an ex 
orbit ant ra te of interest. 
Nine tinms 
oui of ten he must sell his produ* t 
when it is in m aiketable form . 
It Is 
ord' a l ily bought by a speculator, 
ludo in w arehouses for higher p rices 
and m ay be sold back and forth a 
dozen tim es at a profit each time 
before it finally reaches the haul 
of the manufacturer who must u-e 
it. 
E d iso n ’s plan would enable the 
farmer to hold his crop by paying a 
small warehouse or storage charge 
and 
without 
paying 
any 
interest 
w hatever. 
He could live on the fifty 
per cent money that the government 
advances him and could sell the crop 


f w henever he thought th e m a rk e t was 
rigt. but m ust sell a percentage eat n 
month. 
T here would necessarily be a cer­ 
tain am o u n t of speculation, but is 
would be in the hands of the farm ei 
the actual producer of tile m aterial, 
and not in the hands of a n onpro­ 
ductive trad er, who is w atching the 
board 
in 
some 
brokerage 
office. 
Brice fluctuations would be gradually 
reduced, as forced sales by th e pro­ 
ducer would be practically elim inat­ 
ed. 
As 
a 
net result, 
the 
farm er 
would get more money for his crop 
and th e m iller would pay less for his 
w heat th an they do today. 
It is of interest to not th a t when 
Edison first began to w ork ou t this 
; problem he said: 
’It seems absurd 
to me th a t all our values should be 
based on boxes of metal in the tre a s­ 
ury. 
They are put into vaults, the 
vaults are locked and im m ediately 
every one believes that all is well. 
I They are taken out ancf th e ir con 


i tents distributed and every one be­ 
lieves th a t all is wrong. 
“ Som etim es a ton or so of the gold 
which lias been locked up in the 
treasu ry vaults is put on steam ers, 
sent to E urope 
im m ediately reship­ 
ped back to New York and business 
stability is brought to pass, this shut- 
tle-cock business being kept up be­ 
cause no one comes out w ith a plan 
to stop such childish actions. 
“ It is absurdity, but everybody has 
been educated to believe th a t this 
i absurdity is common sense— serious 
and not to be controverted. 
E very­ 
body believes because everybody has 
| been educated to believe th a t values 
can be stablished and held stable 
only by the creation and m aintenanc * 
of a sta n d a rd based on the so-called 
precious metals. 
In reality, civilize 
rion has become too com plicated for 
the continuance of such a system, 


j 
“ W h at is gold’s real usefulness? 
1 It m akes pretty jewelry and picture 
fram es, and is used effectively for 
filling teeth. 
Otherwise it is alm ost 
a wholly, useless substance. 
Yet, we 
hold it th e standard of all values.” 
All th a t is necessary to put the 
Edison plan into operation, is a gov­ 
ernment ruling which would nam e 
the standard prices over the twenty- 
five-year period for all basic com­ 
modities and set up the necessary 
machinery to receive and store the 
commodities. 
Whatever its defects 
it would greatly simplify and stabil­ 


ize the operation of all basic indus­ 
tries. 
it would man all-year employ­ 
ment for the m ajority of our workers 
who now suffer from seasonal trends. 
And it would in large m easure re­ 
duce the high cost of living.

eeleiaic, celery, chard, chervil, cha­ 
yote, collards, corn salad, cress, cu­ 
cumber, dandelion, eggplant, endive, 
escarole, 
finocchio, 
kale, 
kohlrabi, 
lettuce, m ung bean, m ustard, New 
Zealand spinach, okra, onion, leek 
and ballot, orach, pai-tsai, parsley, 
patience, 
pepper, 
purslane, 
radish, 
roquette, salify, scorznera, sorrel, soy 
bean, spinach, squash, vegetable m a r­ 
row, tom ato, tu rn ip and witloof. All 
these vegetables are valuable in the 
diet of the norm al person as well as 
the invalid, and bulk they furnish. 
Many excellent ocm binations can be 
made am ong them. 
They vary In 
th e ir composition and suitability for 
invalid diets, and the d e partm ent rec­ 
omm ends th a t the advice of a phy­ 
sician be followed In th eir use. 
The department suggests that ev­ 
ery diabetic or other invalid depend­ 
ent on vegetables who can do 30 
should develop a garden, both for 
the sake of variety in the diet and 
because of the new interest and hob­ 
by it furnishes. 
Even city patients 
may find is possible to have small 
gardens on near-by vacant lots. Most 
of the uncommon vegetables in the 
foregoing list can be very easily 
grown with very little time devoted.

CONQUER DISEASES 
IN HALF CENTURY 


No other chapter in the history of 
hum an civilization is more dramatic 
and inspiring than that which tells 
of the advance in medical science. 
It 
has enabled us to emerge from the 
dark ages, when epidemics carried 
off thousands and even millions or 
the race because neither the <ause 
of the disease nor tne reined> 
or it 
was known. 
Child life wa.*' s o little 
protected th at even in the homes of 
the wealthy, where children had the 
best of care, the chances of life O’- 
death in a child’s first year wer* 
nearly even. 
Perhaps most of us hardly realize 
that the conquest of one disease after 
another, which this generation is wit­ 
nessing, did not actually begin un­ 
til physicians were convinced that, 
broadly speaking, disease is caused 
by, micro-organizisms in the system; 
and we hardly realize also that the 
brilliant generalization known as the 
germ theory of disease, the outcome 
of researches by Pasteur, Koch aud 
others, is barely half a century old. 
Since it was fairly well established 
yellow fever, cholera, tuberculosis, 
diptheria, typhoid fever and other d :- 
seases have been forced to give up 
th secret of their origin. 
The micro­ 
scopic enemies have been discovered 
In their hiding places, nnd the wea­ 
pons to fight them with are now- 
known and effective. 
A new method of attacking th o u 
is now engaging more and more the 
keen attention of the profession. Yet 
it is not new. 
It is merely looming 
In importance as a generalization 
similar to the one just mentioned 
and is impressing itself on physi­ 
cians. 
It is the complement of the 
idea that diseases are caused by the 
growth of malignant organisms in 
the tissues of the body. 
The se eds. 
as it were, spring up in n fertile soil 
To attack them when they have ger­ 
minated is a curative process. 
But 
it would be far better, if it be possi­ 
ble, to render the soil sterile and 
thus give the seeds nothing to feed 
upon. 
That is preventive medicine. 
The fertilizer is dust. 
Not that 
dust is actually food for harm ful mi­ 
crobes, but it lessens the power of 
the tissues to resist them. 
It is a 
tact long known that workmen whose 
occupations compel them to live in a 
dust-laden 
atmosphere 
die 
young. 
Physicians are coming 
to 
believe 
more and more strongly that the best 
defense against disease germs must 
be set up before they begin their 
work by suppressing the dust that 
enters the lungs and diminishes the 
powrer of resistance. 
The harm ful­ 
ness of dust, in the street, in fac­ 
tories, in dwelling houses, has long 
been perfectly well kno-n-n. 
The new 
movement means simply th at soon 
we shall see broad, ^ell-organized 
and powerful campaigns, backed by 
medical men and by other men oi 
science, to reduce dust to the small­ 
est quantities possible.
